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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an illuminating device as 
set forth in Claim 1 having an optical integrator located on the light exit side of the light 
mixing means and disposed on an axis of the mixed light. 

2. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 3 having a plurality of solid-state light sources 
emitting parallel light and being arranged along an open edge of the concave reflecting 
element. 

3. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 4 having a white light source having a .square 
light emitter by using a shading plate and the auxiliary light source located on the 
shading plate. 

4. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 8 having the light emitted from the auxiliary light 
source condensed in the concave portion of the concave reflection element. 

5. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 9 having the aspect ratio of the light incidence 
surface of the rod prism and of a light emission surface of the rod prism being 
substantially the same as the aspect of ratio of an object to be illuminated. 

6. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 12 having a first light source and a second light 
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source emitting nearly parallel light. The light from the first light source is emitted in a 
different direction then the light from the second light source. 
7. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show an 
illuminating device as set forth in Claim 13 having an optical member with a plurality of 
optical elements disposed with spaces therebetween and a second group of light source 
arranged in the spaces.
